PAY FOR PRISONERS 


General Hughes, the warden of 


proposial that, if adopted, should lead 
to a great change in the lot of prison- 
ers in cur jails and convict prisons, 
as well as assuring help to the de- 
|penden: fiamilies of inmates of pris- 
|} ons, undergoing punishment. This 
good and sensible proposal is that 
| prisoner should be paid for their work 
| and the money so earned should go to 
the support of prisoners families or 
to themselves to help them get start- 
|ed upon the return to liberty. 
There is much to be said for the 
suggested plan. For one thing, it 
would servt to prevent men losing all 
their self-respect, as so often hap- 
pens to the prison inmate. The very 
thought that a man’s wife and child- 
ren are deprived of his support tends 
to lessen the prisoner’s respect for 
himself and causes him to lose heart 
and hope. ‘For another thing, a pris- 
oner would find a greater joy for 
' working for wages than when per 
forming the almost endless, and near- 
ly always useless, tasks given him 
to do under present conditions. To 
know that the work he does has some 
value placed upon it, instead of being 
merely a time-killer given to keep him

It 
is at onee un-Christian and unciviliz- 
ed; barbaric beyond measure, Of- 
fenders against law who ate paying 
the penalty for their disrespect of law 
and order are often so treated in pris- 
on to make them embittered against 
society and determined upon revenge. 
They become dehumanizeti frequently 
and the treatment they receive at the 
hands of society, makes them its en- 
emies. This is not true im every case 
but in far too many. 

Let all prisoners be treated with 
kindness, wisdom, and practical phil- 
anthropy, without in any way coddling 
them. Help them t go forth from 
jail determined to be better and do 
better, give them a helping hand after 
they leave prison, allowing no stigma 
of imprisonment to attach to them, 
and most so-called criminals can be re- 
deemed. General Hughes’ proposal 
not only reflects credit upon himself, 
but will bring satisfaction and pleas- 
ure to all people who have “Kindness 
in another’s trouble; courage in their 
own.” Let the government act in 
this matter without delay.
